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DELIGHT AT WIND 
FARMS DECISION

CAMPAIGNERS have won 
their four-year battle against 
the building of a series of wind 
farms in Mid Wales. 

Plans for four wind farms and an overhead 
power line which protesters say would have “de¬ 
stroyed” the Mid Wales countryside have been 
thrown out by the Government. 

Delighted campaigners say they hope the 
landmark decision will now also mean the end of 
plans by National Grid to build a 33-mile power 
line from Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caereinion to 
Lower Frankton near Oswestry. 

The power line would have been needed to 
take the energy generated by the proposed wind 
farms to the national network. The National 
Grid plans would have seen most of the power 
cable carried on overhead pylons, sparking fears 
for the future of the region’s tourism industry. 

Campaigners say they are delighted by the 
decision by energy minister Andrea Leasdom 
to refuse planning permission for wind farms in 
Llanbadarn Fynydd, Llaithddu, Llanbrynmair 
and Carnedd Wen. She also refused permission 
for an overhead power line between Llandinam 
and Welshpool, but gave the go-ahead for the re¬ 
powering of a wind farm in Llandinam. 

Victory 

Jonathan Wilkinson, leader of Montgomery¬ 
shire Against Pylons, which has been fighting 
the plans, said: “I am left speechless by the de¬ 
cision. After four years of campaigning we can 
now say victory is ours. I would not rule out an 
appeal from the applicants, but today we can 
celebrate a historic decision. I am absolutely 
thrilled. Thousands of people have supported 
our fight and I want to thank them all.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies added: 
“This decision to refuse all but one wind farm 
planning application appealed by developers is 
really good news for Montgomeryshire. 

“Our wondrous landscapes have been saved 
from wanton desecration. We have protected the 
legacy which we have enjoyed, for our children 
to love in the way we do. I am pleased that De¬ 
partment of Energy and Climate Change min¬ 
isters have listened to the inspirational protest 
movement that rose up against the plans of the 
Welsh Government to destroy Mid Wales with 
pylons and several hundred additional turbines. 

“It was a wholly unreasonable and insensitive 
proposal.” Mr Davies said he now hopes Na¬ 
tional Grid will withdraw its plans for its power 
line which would have served the proposed wind 
farms. 

National Grid spokesman Stewart Larque 
said: “Now that the decision on the wind farm 
inquiry is known we will work with SP Manweb 
to take a look at all of the proposed wind gener¬ 
ation in Mid Wales and confirm the work that 
is needed to deliver the energy from the wind 
farms to homes and businesses. We’ll update 
local people as quickly as we can on our work to 
connect wind farms in the area. As we’ve always 
said, if it’s established National Grid’s connec¬ 
tion is not needed, we would not progress with 
our plans.” 


A vivid reminder of trench warfare is opened

IT is a fascinating open-air classroom offering 
an insight into life in the trenches in the First 
World War. 

Park Hall Countryside Experience near 
Oswestry has officially opened its replica of 
the trenches. 

They include hundreds of metres of shel¬ 
ter from the front line, complete with “shell 
holes”, firing steps, listening posts and even 
an officers’ billet. Lieutenant Colonel Gra¬ 
ham Shannon from the 1st Battalion the 
Royal Irish Regiment performed the official 
opening. Many of his soldiers helped to dig 
the trenches working many hours alongside 
other volunteers. 

He said: “The involvement of the regiment 
was a way of saying thank-you to Shropshire 


for making us so welcome since we arrived in 
the county eight years ago.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Shannon praised the 
passion of the creator of the trench idea Mark 
Hignett and other volunteers. “It is a wonder¬ 
ful learning experience,” he said. “People will 
be able to have some experience of how the 
men lived, the ghastly conditions that they 
had to endure and how they must have suf¬ 
fered. 

Mr Hignett won funding from the Heritage 
Lottery and the Arts Council to construct the 
trench system and found a willing partner in 
the Park Hall Countryside Experience which 
has provided not only the field but an educa¬ 
tional room where there will be interpretation 
boards for visitors. He said: “With the cente¬ 


nary of World War One, it became evident 
that school trips to see the trenches across 
the Channel would be very expensive. There 
are some representations of parts of tunnels 
in this country but I understand this could be 
the largest in Britain.” 

Hundreds of metres of trenches and “shell 
holes” were dug out with sponsorship from 
local companies Ridgway Rentals and P and D 
Williams Construction before the volunteers 
lined the trenches with wood topped with 
sandbags. Martin Hughes, managing director 
of the Park Hall Countryside Experience, said: 
“We are very pleased to have offered our land 
for this fascinating project. We already have 
the Welsh Guards collection here and all our 
visitors will be able to tour the trenches.”

People urged to 
pledge support for 
Syrian refugees 

THE people of Oswestry will be urged to 
pledge their support for Syrian refugees 
in a town centre event on Saturday. 

The event is being led by local business¬ 
woman Jools Payne. 

She is being backed by Shropshire 
Council leader Keith Barrow and the 
council partnership company, Ip&e, to set 
up a task force of volunteers to prepare 
to welcome refugee families to the area. 

Mrs Payne will be at Festival Square 
from 10am to 1pm on Saturday with 
members of the Ip&e company. 

She said: “We are putting together a 
very innovative response to the crisis 
involving Ip&e, different agencies that 
could offer support and volunteers and 
hope this could become a model for other 
areas to follow. Unlike the council, Ip&e 
can act quickly, more creatively and with¬ 
out the shackles of bureaucracy that local 
authorities have to follow. 

“This way we hope we can have 
everything in place to welcome Syrian 
families when they arrive in Oswestry 
and in Shropshire.” 

People going along to Festival Square 
will be able to register their support and 
pledges of help to Syrian refugees and 
also express any concerns that they might 
have. Mrs Payne added: “We will also be 
signposting people who want to donate 
items to the Chalk enterprise which is 
collecting donations of clothing for refu¬ 
gees in Calais.”

Hospital goes paperless thanks to technology

HOSPITAL trusts in Shropshire 
have been ordered to cap spend¬ 
ing on agency nurses. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust, which runs the Royal 
Shrewsbury and Princess Royal hos¬ 
pitals, has been told by the regulator 
it must keep its spending on agency 
nurses to below eight per cent of its 
annual nursing budget for the rest of 
the financial year. 

A spokesman said: “We are reviewing 
new guidance issued this week and will be 
developing our nurse agency staffing profile 
for submission to the NHS Trust Develop¬ 
ment Authority later this month.” 

Last year, the trust spent £3 million on 
agency staff. It has pledged to bring down 
its spending and in April had recruited 
more than 80 nurses from abroad. 

Caps on agency spending have been im¬ 
posed by Monitor - the sector regulator for 
health services in England - and apply to 
spending on registered nurses. 

There are eight bandings, with hospital 
trusts being placed in a band depending on 
their historical spending on agency nursing 
staff. 

Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital must 
keep its spending on agency nurses below 
£345,000 a year - three per cent of its 
£11.5 million annual budget for registered 
nurses. 

The Gobowen-based hospital is in Band 
A - the lowest of the eight bands. 

Wendy Farrington-Chadd, chief exec¬ 
utive of the RJAH Trust, said: “We have 
historically performed well in terms of lim¬ 
iting spend on agency nursing staff, and 
this is reflected in the banding we have 
been attributed by Monitor. 

“The trust continues to focus on ensur¬ 
ing vacancies are recruited proactively. 

“We also make active use of a pool of 
bank staff to cover vacant shifts, while our 
sickness rates are regularly amongst the 
lowest in the region. 

“These factors combine to ensure we do 
not have an over-reliance on agency staff.” 

Shropshire Community Health NHS 
Trust, said it too had been given restric¬ 
tions on its spending. A spokesman said: 
“We have been notified about the new 
spending rules published by the NHS Trust 
Development Authority and Monitor, and 
we are now in the process of working out 
what that means for us.” 


THE days of deciphering doctors’ notes are 
over at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital as 
it has embraced new technology and gone 
paperless. 

The specialist hospital has become among 
the first in the country to use an electronic 
monitoring system, which means the paper 
observation charts which are a familiar 
sight at the end of patients’ beds are no 
longer needed. 

The hospital in Gobowen has installed 
the VitalPAC system using funding from 
the Safer Hospitals, Safer Wards Technol¬ 
ogy Fund, which allows doctors and nurses 
to make their notes on a patient’s pulse, 
blood pressure and breathing rate on an 


iPod Touch. The first wards went paperless 
with the new system on last month and it 
has now been rolled out across the whole 
hospital. Deb Povall, ward manager on 
Powys ward, said: “We’re finding that hav¬ 
ing VitalPAC makes it quicker and easier 
to take and record observations and to spot 
patients who might be getting sicker and 
who need extra attention. 

“It’s very easy to use - staff have rapidly 
become familiar with the system and are 
already seeing the benefits.” 

Up until now, nursing staff have used 
a paper form to document patient obser¬ 
vations such as blood pressure, heart rate 
and blood oxygen level. They then manu¬ 


ally calculate the patient’s Early Warning 
Score - an indicator of whether a patient’s 
condition is deteriorating. 

But now the system can take the figures 
entered and automatically produce an ob¬ 
servation chart as well as calculating an 
Early Warning Score. 

Jayne Downey, director of nursing and 
service delivery, said: “VitalPAC is proving 
to be a very useful tool in supporting staff 
to deliver high levels of care. Nurses are 
still taking manual readings as well, and 
while we welcome technology that improves 
the care we can offer, it will never replace 
the face-to-face contact that our patients 
value.”

A MAN has died in hospital days after 
he was involved in a collision at a ga¬ 
rage in Mid Wales. 

John Thomas Evans, from Pe- 
nybontfawr, near Oswestry, was 
involved in a collision with a Ford 
Transit van at the Vyrnwyside Filling 
Station in Llansantffraid on Tuesday 
last week. 

He was taken to the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital, but died from his inju¬ 
ries. Mr Evans and his wife Edna had 
been married for 56 years and the 
couple had two sons, two daughters, 
eight grandchildren and two great 
grandchildren. 

His family paid tribute to Mr Evans, 
who owned a garage in Penybontfawr. 

He set up the Penybontfawr garage 
in 1962 and was known for his me¬ 
chanic skills. 

His daughter Wendy said her father 
had been a very fit and active man, 
despite celebrating his 80th birthday 
earlier this year. 

She said: “He did his National Ser¬ 
vice with the Royal Artillery at Park 
Hall and was very proud of his links 
with the Army. 

“He was still doing the school runs 
bringing children into the primary 
school at Penybontfawr and taking 
the older children to Llanfyllin to 
catch the bus to college at Newtown. 
Dad knew everyone and everyone 
knew him. He was very popular and 
loved in the area.”

PATIENTS who used a walk-in sur¬ 
gery that was closed earlier this year 
have been told they can make use of a 
clinic in a neighbouring village. 

People living in Weston Rhyn can 
now book appointments to see a nurse 
or GP in St Martins. 

It comes after the drop-in clinic in 
Weston Rhyn, which was run twice a 
week by staff at Chirk Surgery, was 
closed at Easter following the opening 


of a new health centre in Chirk. Hun¬ 
dreds of people had signed a petition 
calling for the service, which had run 
for more than 50 years, to stay open, 
and concerns had been raised about 
the elderly and disabled not being able 
to get to Chirk. 

Chirk practice manager Julie Web¬ 
ster has now written to Weston Rhyn 
Parish Council to offer an extra ser¬ 
vice to patients from the area. 


She said: “Patients who live in 
Weston Rhyn can make appointments 
to see either a nurse or GP at our 
St Martins surgery. We do also offer 
same day urgent appointments at our 
main surgery in Chirk.” 

The St Martins clinic had previously 
only been available to patients living 
in St Martins, Gobowen or Dudleston 
Heath. 

But it is now being made available 


to patients who previously used the 
walk-in - despite being further away 
from Weston Rhyn than the main sur¬ 
gery in Chirk. Before the walk-in was 
closed, Dr Robert Smith, who ran the 
service, said that in the past year 54 
people had only used the walk-in sur¬ 
gery and not been to the Chirk sur¬ 
gery.The practice in Chirk caters for 
1,319 patients living in Weston Rhyn 
and Chirk Bank.

Homes near hillfort bid 
leads to more criticism

HERITAGE experts have criti¬ 
cised Shropshire Council’s ‘mas¬ 
ter plan’ for housing near Old 
Oswestry hillfort. 

Proposed guidelines for the 117 
houses at Whittington Road in Shrop¬ 
shire’s SAMDev local plan have been 
dismissed as “impossible to imple¬ 
ment”. 

The latest criticisms, by The British Ar¬ 
chaeological Trust and the Prehistoric So¬ 
ciety, are in response to modifications made 
by planning inspector Claire Sherratt as 
her examination of the SAMDev plan comes 

Neil Phillips from the Hands Off Old 
Oswestry Hillfort campaign group said The 
British Archaeological Trust and the Pre¬ 
historic Society’s arguments had “disman¬ 
tled” the SAMDev local plan. 

A spokesman for The British Archaeo¬ 
logical Trust said: “It is inappropriate and 
also contrary to national planning policy to 
allocate this site for development without 
the archaeological significance of the site 
having already been established through 
appropriate assessment and evaluation.” 

He said he doubted claims that the devel¬ 
opment could be screened from the hillfort, 
adding: “Conservation of views cannot be 
maintained if development proceeds on this 
site, so this principle is impossible to imple¬ 
ment.” In a letter of representation for The 
Prehistoric Society, president Dr Alex Gib¬ 
son disputes the same point on preserving 
long distance views, saying: “This cannot 
be achieved by constructing 117 dwellings 
within the immediate setting.” The inspec¬ 
tor is expected to submit her approved plan

Magistrates 
concerned 
over plans 

MAGISTRATES have warned they may 
refuse to back a plan to close one of Shrop¬ 
shire’s few remaining courts. 

Concerns have been raised that the clo¬ 
sure of Shrewsbury Magistrates Court, 
which deals with Oswestry area cases, will 
restrict access to justice. 

The Ministry of Justice wants to close the 
Shrewsbury court, based at Preston Street, 
with the town’s crown court being moved 
into the vacant building from its current 
base at Shirehall. 

If the plan is approved the only magis¬ 
trates court in the county would be in Tel¬ 
ford, with some people facing even longer 
journeys and more difficulty in attending 
court. 

Robin Durham JP, chairman of the 
Shropshire Branch of the Magistrates’ 
Association, warned his colleagues were 
concerned about the impact of the changes. 

He said: “In recent years five small court¬ 
houses have been closed in Shropshire mar¬ 
ket towns. 

“Since these closures took place, the two 
remaining magistrates’ courts - one in 
Shrewsbury, one in Telford - have contin¬ 
ued to provide an effective service for the 
whole county. The association will wish to 
be convinced that that can continue with 
only a single magistrates’ court.” 

He said that the association had not yet 
received the responses from all of the coun¬ 
ty’s magistrates but would be considering 
the impact of distance on people who attend 
court.

Chamber bosses are now asking other 
business people to come forward to become 
ambassadors for their area of the town.

Mrs Payne urged businesses to support 
a unique expo event organised jointly by 
the Oswestry Chamber of Commerce and 
Shropshire Chamber of Commerce. 

The Vision Oswestry expo will be held 
at the Lion Quays Hotel near Oswestry on 
October 22 and will look at the future of 
business in the area. 

Mrs Payne said: “It is the first of its kind 
in Shropshire. 

“I am really excited about it because it is 
going to be something a little bit different 
to the standard Shropshire Chamber expos. 

“It is about what the business landscape 
is going to look like in 2025. 

“Are our businesses fit and future-proof?” 

Group members were told that the next 
meeting of the chamber in October would 
include advice from Barclays bank staff 
about how businesses can deal with cash 
flow issues over the Christmas period. 

And group members were also updated 
on plans to have a late night shopping event 
in Oswestry in the run-up to Christmas to 
boost festive footfall.

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Affordable homes plan is 
revealed by housing body

MORE than 50 new homes could be built on a former wood manu¬ 
facturing site in Oswestry. 

The Wrekin Housing Trusty said it wants to build 53 affordable homes on the 
former Richard Burbidge stair manufacturing site in Unicorn Road. 

The proposed development would include 32 two-bedroom houses, 13 three-bedroom 
houses, one four-bedroom house and four two bedroom bungalows. 

Sarah Flaherty, project manager for the Wrekin Housing Trust, said the properties 
would be made available at an affordable rent and would contribute “significantly” to¬ 
wards meeting the need for housing in the area. She said: “We’re excited to submit the 

plans for this development, as the large 
number and selection of homes will go to¬ 
wards providing much-needed affordable 
housing for the area, as well as being an 
attractive scheme which we think will be a 
really positive addition to the area. 

“All properties would be built to be en¬ 
ergy efficient, meaning cheaper fuel bills 
for residents, as well as having allocated 
parking spaces, private gardens and secure 
fencing. The site at Unicorn Road is well 
placed to allow residents easy access to 
Oswestry town centre on foot or by using 
public transport.” 

The trust held a drop-in consultation 
event earlier this year which gave local 
residents the chance to view the proposed 
plans and ask any questions about the de¬ 
velopment. 

Feedback from the drop-in was mainly 
positive, Ms Flaherty said, with residents 
happy to see plans for the site to be rede¬ 
veloped after being unused for some time. 

Should planning permission be granted, 
this would be the trust’s fifth development 
of affordable homes in Oswestry and the 
surrounding area, with other sites at Mid¬ 
dleton Road, the Old Coal Yard in Gobowen, 
Bower Farm in St Martins where a second 
phase is under construction with a third 
planned, and a new extra care development 
at Alexandra Road. 

The trust also operates a local lettings 
system which ensures that homes go to 
those with a local connection to the area 
the properties are in. 

The plans will now be considered by 
Shropshire Council and a decision is likely 
by the end of the year. 

Meanwhile, a development of 17 new 
houses on the edge of a rural village looks 
set to be given the go-ahead despite opposi¬ 
tion from neighbours. 

Plans for the development on land east 
of Wilcot Lane in Nesscliffe were submit¬ 
ted more than a year ago by developers 
and were finally set to be decided upon by 
Shropshire Council’s central planning com¬ 
mittee today. (Thursday) 


Tram project 
boosted 
power work 

A NARROW gauge tramway track which 
has not been used in 80 years is set to be 
reopened thanks to cooperation between 
the trust which owns the track and power 
companies. 

Glyn Valley Tramway Trust is looking 
to restore its track as far as Chirk Rail¬ 
way Station after Scottish Power/Manweb 
scheduled works on its power cables. 

Currently the trackbed is used for the 
supports for overhead power cables which 
supply parts of Chirk, but the power com¬ 
panies are carrying out work this week to 
put up a new pole and extend its overhead 
conductors, opening up the trackbed for 
use by the tramway again. 

David Cooper, a member of the Glyn 
Valley Tramway Trust, said members were 
delighted with the news, which will allow 
them to move on with the restoration of the 
line. He said: “Since its founding in 2008 
the ability of the GVTT to realise its full fu¬ 
ture potential has lain in its ability to travel 
beyond Levers Bridge, which lies at the end 
of the Ty Ririd cutting, down the track on 
the far side of Chirk station. 

“Now, thanks to the hugely generous 
support of Scottishpower/Manweb, this will 
soon be possible as they have implemented, 
at no cost to us, a schedule of works that 
will open up access to the old trackbed that 
runs down from Levers Bridge, through 
Baddies Wood, to the GVTT’s first terminal 
point on the B4050, so restoring a terminal 
that has not been used since 1935.” 


Motorist has lucky escape 



A driver escaped serious injury after her car rolled over and landed on a hedge 


A DRIVER had a lucky escape after her car 
rolled over and landed upside-down on a 
hedge. 

The woman was travelling from St Mar¬ 
tins, near Oswestry, towards Overton when 
she clipped the grass verge. 

The accident happened at about 10.20am 
on Thursday last week on the B5069. 

PC Dave Wagg, of West Mercia Police, 
said the driver was lucky to escape injury. 

He added: “She was very lucky. 

“It was a single vehicle incident in which 
the car clipped the verge and then rolled up 
the hedge, coming to rest upside down. 

“The driver had to be freed from the car 
by firefighters but she was checked over by 
paramedics and she was uninjured.” 

The car was removed by a recovery ser¬ 


vice and the road was cleared by 12.20pm. 
PC Wagg said the accident came as a stark 
reminder to take care on the roads. 

He said: “It’s a reminder to be careful in 
the weather we’re having at the moment 
though, when one minute it’s dry and the 
next it’s almost flooded. 

Meanwhile a two-car crash on the out¬ 
skirts of Oswestry caused long tailbacks 
during the morning rush hour on Thursday 
last week. Emergency services were called 
to Gobowen Road at about 8.30am following 
the collision. Police diverted traffic around 
the crash while firefighters removed one ve¬ 
hicle from the road. 

An ambulance was called to check the 
cars’ occupants and no-one was trapped or 
seriously injured.

Are we all supposed to be 
shocked and horrified at the 
news that we are more likely to 
die if admitted to hospital at the 
weekend than on a week day? 
Wasn’t NHS top doctor Bruce 
Keogh stating the obvious? 

The facts he revealed are that 
about 11,000 more patients a 
year die within 30 days of going 
into hospital if they are admitted 
for treatment between Friday 
and Monday than do those who 
arrive on a Tuesday, Wednesday 
or Thursday. People admitted at 
the weekend with cancer, heart 
problems or after a stroke were 
at particular risk. They had a no¬ 
ticeably increased risk of death, 
along with cancer patients ad¬ 
mitted on Friday or Monday. For 
anyone who has experienced 
life in hospital over a weekend 
the reasons will be obvious. Too 
few doctors are on duty and not 
enough back-up medical servic¬ 
es are available. 

It’s not rocket science, just 
plain common sense and the 
confirmation gives more power 
to the government’s prescription 
to make the NHS a fully fledged 
seven day service. I only recent¬ 
ly learned that NHS consultants 
are not obliged to work at week¬ 
ends or evenings under their 
contractual rights, though it’s fair 
to say that the vast majority do 
some of the time. Two years ago 
I was admitted as an emergency 
patient to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital in the early hours of a 
Saturday morning, just a few 
days before Christmas, and re¬ 
ceived amazing treatment. But 
as the weekend wore on the 
sight of a doctor became as 
rare as hen’s teeth. The result 
meant increased pressure on al¬ 
ready overworked nursing staff, 
stressed patients and a generally 
unacceptable situation. 

The Monday-Friday culture 
is simply unacceptable and the 
government must come up with 
more funding to recruit more 
doctors to ensure that we are all 
as safe on a Saturday as we are 
on a Wednesday. More senior 
staff must be available in hospi¬ 
tals at weekends - but isn’t that 
what we were promised before 
the election? 

If ever someone deserves 
more recognition it’s Oswest¬ 
ry marathon running sensation 
Amy Hughes, who has been 
shortlisted for a Pride of Britain 
Award after raising more than 
£53,000 for charity. 

Amy ran an incredible 53 mar¬ 
athons in as many days last year 
and has now been named in the 
Midlands round of the ITV Local 
Fundraiser Of The Year category, 
which recognises a tireless fund¬ 
raiser. 

Her achievement in running 53 
marathons is hard to take in for 
someone like myself who finds 
jogging up the stairs a bit of an 
event these days and must have 
been terribly punishing on her 
young body. 



A vital link between 
patients and hospital

Hospital staff are 
looking for volunteers to 
help give patients a voice. 
Report by MARK ANDREWS. 

FIVE years ago, after four dec¬ 
ades working as a nurse, Julia 
Davies found herself on a ward 
as a patient. And she did not 
find everything as she would 
have wanted. 

“I had been a nurse for 40-odd 
years, and I had worked in nursing 
education,” she says. “As a patient I 
observed that some of the care was 
not how I was teaching it. For exam¬ 
ple, I saw patients being left in dirty 
bedclothes for too long.” 

Today, as a volunteer ward visitor for 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital Trust, 
she spends several hours each week talk¬ 
ing to patients, asking how care can be 
improved, and reporting back to manage¬ 
ment. 

Mrs Davies, from Bridgnorth, is one of 
about 25 volunteers with the Patient Ex¬ 
perience and Involvement Panel (Peips), 
which was set up three years ago to help 
give patients a voice in the service they 
receive at Shropshire’s two main hospi¬ 
tals. As we speak, she is doing a tour of 
wards at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
with volunteers Julie Lock and Muriel 
Fellows. 

“Often it is just the little things that 
make all the difference,” she says, citing 
a recent concern that a patient raised 
about the condition of ceiling tiles in one 
of the wards. 

“I was able to go to the management 
and ask when the ceiling tiles were being 
replaced, and the work was carried out. 
These things don’t sound much, but 
when you are in hospital, these little 
things seem very important.” 


Sarah Bloomfield, the trust’s direc¬ 
tor of nursing and quality, says the 
volunteers play a huge role in making 
the hospital more receptive to patients 
needs, admitting that in the past the 
trust could have done more to respond 
to their concerns. 

“Sometimes it can be difficult for 
professionals to see things through the 
eyes of the patients. We will do what is 
right, but sometimes how it feels for 
a patient is very different from how it 
feels for a nurse delivering care.” 

Mrs Bloomfield says the volunteers 
are allowed free, unsupervised access 
to all wards and departments, and chat 
freely with the patients. 

“Some people have said ‘you are 
brave allowing them to go round on 
their own’, but they are all fully trained, 
they understand all aspects of clinical 
hygiene and patient confidentiality,” 


she says. Mrs Bloomfield says the fact 
that the volunteers are drawn from the 
general public is hugely important, as it 
means patients are far more willing to 
talk about issues which concern them. 

Patient Rosemarie Hodgkinson 
agrees, saying it makes a big difference 
having a lay member of the public to 
talk to. 

“I asked for vegetarian sausages with 
my breakfast,” says the 74-year-old re¬ 
tired schoolteacher from Church Stret- 
ton, who is recovering from a stroke. 

“People think because you are vege¬ 
tarian, all you eat is salad, but we like 
nice sausages too. I have also asked 
them to do something about the noise 
from the bins.” 

Mrs Davies says sometimes it is nec¬ 
essary for the volunteers sometimes to 
gently coax the concerns out of patients. 

“Usually, they will say they are fine, 


that everything is wonderful,” she says. 

“Sometimes you have to talk to them 
for a bit, I would say I typically get some¬ 
thing like one issue raised each month.” 

Julie Lock decided to become involved 
following the death of her husband 
David 18 months ago, after being ap¬ 
proached for her input on how the hos¬ 
pital could improve end-of-life care. 

Mrs Lock, who is 59, says communi¬ 
cating with patients is particularly im¬ 
portant during the end-of-life period. 

“Patients often feel scared, and it is 
important that staff make them feel 
safe by talking to them, and explaining 
things to them,” she says. 

Mrs Lock said one small change which 
made a big difference to patients nearing 
the end of their lives has been the in¬ 
troduction of “swan boxes”, containing 
essential toiletries and other items to 
make them more comfortable. 

Muriel Fellows has been involved 
with the Peips scheme since the start, 
and like Mrs Davies she had worked as 
a nurse in the past, before switching ca¬ 
reers to running a fine art business. 

Recruit 

At the moment the trust is seeking to 
recruit new members to the Peips team, 
and Mrs Bloomfield is keen to attract 
people from all walks of life. 

“No experience is necessary, full 
training is provided,” she says. “We’re 
looking for people of all ages and back¬ 
grounds, no medical experience is neces¬ 
sary. The volunteers will need to attend 
one meeting a month, that is usually 
held on an afternoon, and then they can 
spend as little or as much time as they 
can spare. 

“Some will do six to eight hours a 
month, others will do 20 hours a week.” 

Mrs Davies says she would like to see 
more young people joining the scheme, 
saying it was ideal for a school leaver 
looking for experience to add to their 
CV. “We would really like some younger 
people to join us, particularly on the 
children’s wards,” she says.

HOW DO I PROCEED WITH DISCIPLINARY OF EMPLOYEE 
WHO MALIGNED COMPANY ON FACEB00K? 

Q: I am the MD of a small business. It has recently been brought to my attention that one of my employees has been making derogatory comments 
about the company on Facebook. Whilst I consider this to be some kind of breach of the company’s disciplinary policy I am not sure how to proceed 
because the employee’s Facebook account is personal to him and the posts were made in his own time. How should I proceed with a disciplinary? 

A: Employees with more than two years’ service have the right not to be unfairly dismissed. Whilst misconduct is a potentially fair reason for 
dismissal, you must carry out a reasonable investigation in order to conclude, if indeed you can, that the employee is guilty of the alleged misconduct. 
It must also be reasonable for you to dismiss the employee on the basis of your findings. 

The employment appeals tribunal has upheld an employer’s decision to dismiss an employee for posting derogatory comments about the employer 
on social media websites. In a small company it is entirely understandable that any derogatory comment would be taken personally. However, it is 
important to assess the employee’s comments objectively. 

It is good that you have a disciplinary policy in place. However, as you rightly note, the Facebook entries have been done in the employee’s own 
time and presumably using his own computer, tablet etc. A prudent employer should therefore have a social media policy setting out what it expects 
from its employees in that regard. In the event of a challenge, it is more likely that an employment tribunal would uphold a dismissal for making 
derogatory comments about the employer on social media where the employer has made it clear to the employee what is expected of him or her, 
and the consequences of breach are clear.

Doctors want to improve NHS services 


DOCTORS care for patients and under¬ 
stand their needs. 

They have been clear in their support for 
more seven-day hospital services despite 
the comments made by the health secretary 
recently. 

The British Medical Association has 
repeatedly called on the government to 
outline their plans for seven-day services 
including how they will fund and staff 
them. 

Yet we are still no closer to finding out 
how the government plans to fund more 
weekend care or how they will ensure there 
isn’t a reduction in mid-week services. 


Doctors work as part of a team and sim¬ 
ply adding an extra doctor to a ward will 
make no real difference to patients across 
Shropshire if the support needed is not 
there. 

The government makes no mention of 
the extra nurses, diagnostic staff, porters, 
admin staff - the list goes on - that would 
be needed to deliver more seven-day ser¬ 
vices. 

Like thousands of other workers, NHS 
staff are already providing a first-class ser¬ 
vice, every day of the week. 

This is why doctors, nurses and every¬ 
body else working across the NHS have 


been voicing their anger through the #Im- 
InWorkJeremy social media campaign. It 
is simply wrong for the health secretary to 
suggest that they are only working Monday 
to Friday. 

Doctors have been clear that they would 
be willing to work with the Health Secre¬ 
tary to better improve weekend services. 

So if he wants to put patient care first 
and foremost he should work with those 
who spend each day doing just that. 
Patients deserve no less.

These planned 
rent reforms 
will hit the 
county hard 

WITH respect to the government’s in¬ 
tended crackdown on profits made by 
landlords it is interesting to note that ap¬ 
proximately 25 per cent of Tory and 12 per 
cent of Labour MPs are landlords. 

But most agree that tax breaks have 
given landlords an easy ride and reform is 
necessary. It is these tax breaks on rental 
income that are planned. The 2011 census 
consisted of 23.4 million households of 
which 4.2 million (17.9 per cent) were pri¬ 
vately rented. Since then the percentage of 
renters has risen and is expected to reach 
25 per cent of the population and 50 per 
cent of those under 40. 

As is usually the case the rental prop¬ 
erty market in London is very different 
from that in the rest of the country. In the 
regions the capital value of property has 
been virtually static for some years while 
in London gains have been significant. 
The London landlord is after this capital 
gain and as rent is a factor it is not nearly 
as significant as it is in Shropshire. It 
therefore follows that the proposed reduc¬ 
tion of tax benefits on rental income will 
hit Shropshire harder. It is the case that 
many Shropshire landlords have already 
offloaded portfolios when the capital gain 
allowance period on second properties was 
reduced from three years to 18 months. 

If your business plan includes profit 
from renovation this leaves you with a 
lot less time before having to sell or rent 
without penalty and therefore leases of six 
months or a year are a problem.

Level of bailiff 
use is revealed 

BAILIFFS were instructed more than 
5,000 times to collect council debts 
owed by individuals and businesses 
to Shropshire Council in a single year. 

A total of 5,296 bailiff visits were 
made within the Shropshire Council 
area as the authority looked to re¬ 
trieve £8.6 million in unpaid council 
tax arrears. 

The figures relate to the 2014/15 
financial year. 

In total, councils in England and 
Wales instructed bailiffs 2.1 million 
times for debts including council tax, 
parking, business rates and other ar¬ 
rears - an increase of 16 per cent on 
two years ago when the Money Advice 
Trust last researched the issue. 

The findings rank Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil at 211 out of 326 for local authority 
bailiff use in England and Wales, rela¬ 
tive to size of authority. 

The 5,296 bailiff referrals made by 
Shropshire Council in 2014/15 rep¬ 
resents a decrease of nine percent 
on two years ago, when the council 
reported 5,827 referrals in the 2012 
calendar year.

A CANAL towpath that has been 
falling into disrepair, and which 
links up with the World Heritage 
Site at Llangollen and Chirk, is 
set to be repaired 

Ron Jones from St Martins has been 
calling for repairs to the path along¬ 
side the Llangollen Canal for several 
months and says representatives from 
the Canal & Rivers Trust (CRT) will 
be walking the path with him to see 
what needs to be done.

Couple are 
jailed for 

sellingdrugs 
on streets 

A COUPLE estimated to have sold 
more than £250,000 worth of cocaine 
and heroin on the streets of Oswestry 
have both been jailed. 

Hayley Sudlow and Adam Tal¬ 
bot were said to have been working 
“under duress” for Merseyside-based 
drug dealers. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court was told 
the prosecution believed the pair had 
been selling around £1,500 worth of 
drugs almost every day for a period 
of six months.Sudlow was jailed for a 
total of three years and eight months 
and Talbot was given a three year sen¬ 
tence. 

Sudlow, 32, and Talbot, 25, had 
both pleaded guilty to being in posses¬ 
sion of quantities of cocaine and her¬ 
oin on August 2 with intent to supply. 

Judge Robin Onions said the cou¬ 
ple had both played a significant role 
as ‘street dealers’ for financial gain 
but accepted they had been acting 
under fear.Part of Sudlow’s sentence 
included a prison term for breach of 
community orders imposed earlier 
this year for theft and obstructing 
police. 

Alex Warren, prosecuting, said po¬ 
lice had searched Sudlow’s home in 
Queen Elizabeth Close, Oswestry, on 
August 2 during an unrelated inquiry. 

He said officers found more than 
150 wraps of heroin and cocaine in a 
handbag in the living room, in a purse 
and in a talc bottle. 

Officers searched Talbot’s address 
at Christchurch, Chapel Street, 
Oswestry, where more drugs were 
found. The court heard that Sudlow, 
a mother-of-two, had a crack cocaine 
habit and that Talbot had brought the 
dealers to her home. Talbot was said 
to be an intelligent young man who 
now wanted to make positive changes.

WALKERS in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales are being asked to survey the 
state of the path network by the Ram¬ 
blers Association. 

The ‘Big Pathwatch’ is asking for 
volunteers to use a mobile phone app 
and report on the condition of the 
public rights of way paths in their 
area.

FIRE services in Wales should be 
brought under the control of police 
and crime commissioners, it has been 
claimed 

The suggestion from Christopher 
Salmon, PCC for Dyfed-Powys, fol¬ 
lows reports that commissioners could 
replace fire authorities in England 
under UK Government plans. 

Mr Salmon said he agreed with the 
plans and doesn’t want to see Welsh 
emergency services “left behind”.

Joining up budgets 
and accountability is the best way to 
join up services for the public. Bring¬ 
ing emergency services together will 
help local areas innovate to improve 
safety for the public.”

Figures reveal tragic 
toll on region's roads

TEN people - including three 
motorcyclists - have died and 
almost 250 injured in road acci¬ 
dents in Powys this year. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it is doing 
all it can to reduce the number of acci¬ 
dents on the roads and has now called 
on motorists to take responsibility. 

Across the total force area, 26 people 
have died so far this year on roads which 
are popular with bikers and motorists from 
across Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

Superintendent Huw Meredith, head of 
specialists operations including the roads 
policing unit at Dyfed-Powys Police, said: 

“Every fatal collision is a tragic incident 
and we are doing all we can to prevent 
these collisions. But I think it’s down to 
the individual drivers and riders to take re¬ 
sponsibility and not just think about them¬ 
selves, but about other road users. 

“They need to take care to see others in 
front of them and not take any risks. 

“Every road user can make it safer by 
driving responsibly and complying with 
speed limits. If they choose not to obey the 
law then we will take action.” 

Supt Meredith said the force is currently 
running Operation Darwin, its annual road 
safety initiative for motorcyclists. 

As part of the operation officers are 
cracking down on bikers, with 440 already 
stopped and 123 charged with offences. 

“The worst example was on June 28 when 
one was caught riding at 120mph in south 
Powys,” he said.

Heart attacks 
toll is revealed 

MORE than 200 people in Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales are dying early 
of heart attacks each year because of 
poor health, figures have revealed. 

Unhealthy lifestyle and consuming 
too much fatty food are major causes 
of coronary heart disease, the biggest 
cause of heart attacks, the British 
Heart Foundation said. 

Shropshire has the highest rate in 
the region with an annual average 
from 2011/13 of 117 premature deaths 
due to a heart attack amongst those 
aged 75 and under. 

This is followed by Telford and Wre- 
kin with 63 and Powys with 53. 

Heart attacks kill nearly 2,100 
people prematurely each year in the 
West Midlands with the British Heart 
Foundation estimating that more 
than 22,000 people under the age of 
75 suffering a fatal attack. 

Professor Peter Weissberg, medical 
director at the British Heart Founda¬ 
tion, said: ““Every year thousands of 
people are still dying from heart at¬ 
tacks, and coronary heart disease re¬ 
mains the UK’s single biggest killer.”

Firm's plans will lead 
to better phone signal

MOBILE phone signal in Mid 
Wales will receive a further boost 
after Vodafone announced it will 
upgrade a base station in the re¬ 
gion. 

The mobile phone giant has put in 
plans to Powys County Council to up¬ 
grade its base station in Abermule, 
near Montgomery. It wants to upgrade 
the station to allow for better signal in 
the region. 

It comes as the company also prepares to 
submit plans to build a brand new base sta¬ 
tion at Cwm Golau, near Welshpool. 

The company said it is working with 
Telefonica, a communications company, as 
it plans to continue improving its network 
programme across the region. 

Base stations receive wireless communi¬ 
cations and then transfers them to other 
areas, such as telephone calls and text mes¬ 
sages. 

Damian Hosker, for Vodafone and Tele¬ 
fonica, said: “Telefonica and Vodafone plan 
to jointly operate and manage a single net¬ 
work grid across the UK. 

“This agreement allows both organi¬ 
sations to pool their basic network infra¬ 
structure while running two, independent 
nationwide networks. 

“As part of the continued network im¬ 
provement programme, there is a specific 
requirement for a radio base station up¬ 
grade at this location to provide enhanced 
coverage in the area. 

“Mobiles can only work with a network 
of base stations in place where people want 
to use their mobile phones or other wireless 
devices.”

Calls over 
legal highs 
are on the 
rise in area 

THE number of people dialling 999 
after taking a legal high has rocketed 
in recent months, ambulance bosses 
have said. 

Since April there have been 105 
phone calls to emergency services that 
cover Shropshire which are linked to 
psychoactive substances. 

The figures, which specifically re¬ 
late to a mention of “Black Mamba”, 
show a drastic increase in the number 
of so-called legal highs, which mimic 
the effects of drugs such as cocaine, 
cannabis and ecstasy. 

In April, West Midlands Ambulance 
Service was called eight times where 
“Black Mamba” was mentioned, but 
last month that number alone rose 
to 39. In May, there were nine calls, 
June recorded 20 and July had 29. 

The Government has announced 
a crackdown on legal highs such as 
Black Mamba — a brand of synthetic 
cannabis, which the Government 
banned in 2012 - only for the suppli¬ 
ers to get round the law by varying 
the recipe slightly. Murray MacGre¬ 
gor, communications director of West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said 
this was just the tip of the iceberg in 
relation to the number of people who 
have taken a legal high and ended 
up dialling 999. He said: “In the vast 
majority of cases the caller doesn’t 
mention that the patient has taken a 
legal high or gives us the name of the 
substance when they dial 999. 

“They’ll say the patient has been 
having a seizure, convulsions, is un¬ 
conscious or whatever and it is only 
once the crew arrive that they see the 
packet or their mates fess up. It’s im¬ 
possible to say why that is - whether 
it’s because they are worried that 
someone will find out, aren’t sure of 
the legality or whatever, who knows.”

Disposable 
incomelevels 
are revealed 

WORKERS in Telford & Wrekin have 
£2,280 less disposable income than 
the rest of the UK, new figures reveal. 

But the picture for those living in 
the neighbouring authority Shrop¬ 
shire looks brighter as they have £485 
more to spend than the national aver¬ 
age. Disposable income is any money 
leftover for saving or spending after 
taxes. 

The figures, which were calculated 
by the Office for National Statistics 
and have been based on the year 2013, 
show just two of the top 50 richest 
areas being in the north of the coun¬ 
try. 

Telford &Wrekin ranked at 121 out 
of 173, with an average individual 
yearly income of £15,320. 

Shropshire landed in the 58th rich¬ 
est place, with an average disposable 
income per head at £18,085. 

The study found the UK average 
disposable income stood at £17,600, 
but this fell to £15,300 when you 
looked at the north of the country. 

The estimates relate to totals for 
all individuals within the household 
sector for a region rather than to an 
average household or family unit. 

It comes after Lloyds Bank an¬ 
nounced that the average UK house¬ 
hold has around four times the level of 
savings that the typical family had 40 
years ago in real terms, a report has 
found. 

The value per household including 
deposit savings, pensions and shares 
has increased by 294 per cent, from 
£36,989 in 1975 to £145,566 today, 
Lloyds Bank said. 

The total value of UK household 
savings stands at about £4.1 trillion, 
compared with £744 billion in 1975 
in today’s prices. The number of UK 
households has grown by 40 per cent 
over the period, Lloyds said.

Per tells 
of plans

ADVENTURER Per Lindstrand has spoken of 
his plans to once again make Oswestry the 
centre of the best hot air ballooning manu¬ 
facturing business in the world. 

The Swedish entrepreneur began manufacturing 
in Oswestry in 1978 and from this location revolu¬ 
tionised the design of the modern day balloon. 

He left that industry in 2003 to concentrate on the 
manufacture and development of lighter-than-air fabric 
engineering such as inflated structures and tethered gas 
balloons. 

But his announcement earlier this year that he would 
be returning to balloon manufacturing has created global 
interest. 

Mr Lindstrand outlined his plans for Oswestry at a meet¬ 
ing of the Oswestry and Border Chronicle’s Business Club 
at the town’s Townhouse Restaurant on Wednesday last 
week. The Business Club was hosted by Chronicle associate 
editor Iain St John who conducted a question and answer 
session with the famous adventurer. 

The Business Club is a key element of the Chronicle’s We 
Mean Business campaign which promotes and celebrates 
Oswestry’s businesses. 

Mr Lindstrand said the town was once the world leader 
for balloon manufacture and he hoped that by next year it 
would be again. He said he was taking on further staff to 
grow his ballooning business, which is based at the town’s 
Maesbury Road Industrial Estate. 

The businessman said he hoped to be making about 50 
balloons a year, and he felt the economy was definitely pick¬ 
ing up. He said one of the main reasons for his business 
success was his Oswestry workforce, many of whom had 
been with him for 30 years.

What we want - wooden flooring which looks good 


High levels of moisture can cause extensive damage to your home but can be treated 


Wood rot can often be found in exterior windows 



ROTTEN wood can be a serious 
and expensive problem, but if you 
know what to look for and catch it 
early, disaster can be averted 

There are two types of rot: wet and dry, but 
what’s the difference? Caused by a type of 
fungi, wet rot is the most common, but least 
serious, kind of rot. 

The fungus takes hold in damp, wet wood, 
but remains confined there, unlike dry rot, 
which spreads, so it’s usually straightfor¬ 
ward to spot and deal with. Affected wood 
feels spongy and soft and will usually crumble 


when you press on it. Wet rot often occurs in 
timber that’s routinely exposed to moisture, 
such as the outside of wooden windows and 
doors, especially if the paint or varnish has 
flaked off or cracked, but it can occur under 
paintwork that appears intact. 

The first thing to do is stop water coming 
into contact with your wood. Treating wet rot 
isn’t difficult. The wood’s soft so you can eas¬ 
ily remove the worst of it. Use a wood-harden¬ 
ing liquid, such as Ronseal High Performance 
Wet Rot Wood Hardener (£7 for 250ml, B&Q) 
to harden the remaining wood, then fill on top, 
building the filler up in layers if necessary. 


Polycell Polyfilla for Wood - Large Repairs 
(£9.99 for 500g, Homebase) is an ideal option. 
If the rot’s widespread, it may be easier to re¬ 
move all of it and splice in a new piece of wood 
or get a carpenter to. Dry rot is also caused by 
a fungus (serpula lacrymans), but one that’s 
far more destructive. 

Whereas wet rot often occurs in exposed 
places, dry rot is more likely to be hidden. 
It thrives in moist, poorly ventilated spaces, 
such as under wooden stairs and floorboards, 
making it hard to spot. Another problem with 
dry rot is that the spores travel fast, so the 
whole structure of a building - both the walls 


to stop the rot 


and timber - can be infected in a relatively 
short space of time. 

The signs to look out for are wood cracking 
in a cuboidal way, a musty odour and mush¬ 
room-like growths. 

The growths can be different colours - 
they’re often whitish grey (sometimes with 
patches of yellow and lilac) and when they’re 
most dangerous, orangey-ochre, with spores 
resembling brick dust. 

To treat dry rot, you need to solve the cause 
of the damp. All the affected wood, and wood 
on either side, must be removed, but doing 
so can spread the spores, so the remaining 


timber, and walls, must be treated to prevent 
infection. 

Any structural woodwork will usually need 
to be replaced. 

This isn’t a simple DIY job and because it’s 
so important to eliminate the fungus com¬ 
pletely, is best left to the professionals. 

On the topic of wood care, now is a great 
time to spruce up garden wood before the 
weather turns too autumnal.

The jay is not the easiest bird to spot 


WHEN we think of corvids 
(crows, rooks, jackdaws etc), we 
don’t perhaps think of bright col¬ 
ours and beauty, but there is one 
member of that family that is all 
the above and more and yet it is 
by far the hardest to see. 

The jay (Garrulus glandarius) is gen¬ 
erally pinkish-brown in colour, with a 
black tail, whitish throat and white 
rump patch. 

These colours alone make them by far 
the prettiest of their largely black cousins. 
But similar to that characteristic of the ev- 
er-popular kingfisher, the jay exhibits that 
striking flash of iridescent blue in the form 
of a patch on its wings, barred with black. 
But again, like the kingfisher, it is only 
rarely seen. It is a shy and canny animal and 
more often heard than seen. The most com¬ 
mon noise produced is a loud scream, which 
serves as an alarm call and this earned the 
jay the Gaelic name of ‘schreachag choille’, 
which means ‘screamer of the woods’. 

Despite its wariness it has, over the 
years, encroached into villages and towns. 
It is not alas that there are more jays to go 
around, but instead that their traditional 
food sources of acorns and hedgerow seeds 
have been depleted and they must live 
closer to us for their survival. I was recently 
given the rather unusual commission of 
painting a jay by a Shrewsbury couple who 
have allowed these birds free reign over 
their bird table stocks. The only problem 
with jays is that they are similar in magpies 
when it comes to stealing eggs and chicks 
in the nesting season. This rightly doesn’t

stop Janice and Peter enjoying them and it 
shouldn’t stop you either! 

The jay’s penchant for nestlings of other 
species, which has made crows and magpies 
so unpopular, is hardly a crime when the 
jay itself has its own chicks to feed. It’s just 
nature and if we just gave the jay more than 
a moment’s glance, we can appreciate it for 
what it is. 

But how to do so? Asides from offering 
tit-bits on the bird table, listen out for that 
screaming call. Usually it’s given when 
a bird is on the move, so watch for a bird 
flying between the trees with its distinc¬ 
tive flash of white on the rump. You could 
also do worse than to visit your local oak 
woodland at this time of the year. Jays are 
famous for their acorn feeding habits and 
in the autumn you may see them burying 
acorns for retrieving later in the winter. 

Indeed when we think about why jays 
may be seen more these days it hardly 
seems fair to castigate them for it is this 
species, perhaps more than any other, that 
has, albeit unknowingly, tried to halt the 
decline in oak woodlands by burying (and 
then forgetting about) the fruits of that 
very tree. Several thousand acorns are 
stored by a single bird each autumn. 

Like all the corvids, jays are surprising 
in both their habits and their intelligence. 
After nesting, a close bond remains between 


the chicks and the parents, who continue 
to feed them and stay with them through¬ 
out the autumn. The parents are vigilant 
and shrewd in their defence of them. They 
will bravely mob crows, owls and hawks 
but they will also listen to and then mimic 
their calls as an alarm. 

Ever wary and reluctant to leave the 


shelter of woodlands they are often only 
seen flying across clearings one at a time. 
Why so? Because there is always another 
waiting and watching. The following bird 
will not break cover until the previous one 
has made it safely across. Ben is exhibiting

Antibiotic cost 
raisesfearsfor 
medicalexperts 

MORE than £1 million has been spent oy health bosses in 
the region on antibiotics in the last year, amid fears people 
will eventually become immune to them. 

In Shropshire a total of £1,067,361 was spent on antibiot¬ 
ics at a rate of 65,322 items prescribed per 100,000 people 
last year. 

Meanwhile Telford and Wrekin spent £621,797 at a rate 
of 67,887 items per 100,000 residents last year. 

Across England £193m was spent on antibiotics by clin¬ 
ical commissioning groups at a rate of 70,233 items per 
100,000 people, research carried out by the Health and So¬ 
cial Care Information Centre reveals. 

Richard Caddy, communications manager for Shropshire 
CCG which is responsible for buying local healthcare ser¬ 
vices, said: “Shropshire CCG works with GPs to ensure 
antibiotics are prescribed appropriately.” 

The figures come shortly after the National Institute for 
Health and Care Excellence called for a crackdown on the 
number of antibiotics that are prescribed. 

Experts fear that, with no new class of antibiotics or 
other major scientific development in 30 years, the effects 
of antibiotics will reduce as the years go by. 

However Shropshire GP Dr Mary McCarthy of Belvidere 
Medical Practice in Shrewsbury said between 2010 and 
2013, GPs prescribing antibiotics rose by four per cent, 
while prescribing hospital inpatients rose by six per cent 
and other community prescribers such as dentists rose by 
32 per cent. 

She said: “I don’t think it’s the GPs that are the problem. 
You’ve got to look at all prescribers I think.” 

Professor Mark Baker, director of the centre for clinical 
practice at NICE, said millions of “frequent flyer” patients 
were becoming addicted to the idea of antibiotics, often 
touring surgeries and A&E wards until they received a pre¬ 
scription. He has warned that the growing crisis of antimi¬ 
crobial resistance, in which the profligate use of drugs has 
allowed bacteria to develop resistance, threatened health¬ 
care and the “whole basis of medicine.” 

He said infections would have to be treated by surgery if 
drugs no longer worked. NICE has published guidance on 
the issue for doctors, dentists, podiatrists, pharmacists and 
other professionals. 

Tim Ballard, vice-chairman of the Royal College of GPs, 
said the guidance “to provide the right antibiotic at the 
right dose at the right time” was sensible.

CLOTHES might not make the 
man but Derbyshire-born mod- 
el-turned-actor Jason Statham 
has been happily wearing the 
designer togs of a brooding 
tough guy since he bossed our 
attention in Lock, Stock And Two 
Smoking Barrels. 

The Transporter franchise, launched 
in 2002, confirmed him as a muscular if 
monosyllabic leading man and snagged 
recurring roles in The Expendables and 
Fast & Furious series. 

Evidently, three increasingly preposter¬ 
ous films as Special Ops mercenary Frank 
Martin was enough for Statham, because 
his trademark scowl is nowhere to be seen 
in this fourth instalment, directed by Camille 
Delamarre. 

Instead, London-born Ed Skrein slips into 
the lead character’s tailored suits on the 
sun-kissed Cote d’Azur. 

He flexes his muscles in high-tempo fight 
sequences and casually tosses out clunky 
one-liners cobbled together by scriptwriters 
Adam Cooper, Bill Collage and Luc Besson. 

Unintentional sniggers abound, not least 
when a prostitute launches into her grim 
history of human trafficking with the words: 
“I come from an impoverished village...” 

Delamarre’s picture runs empty on gas 
fumes from the kinetic opening frames. 

Russian kingpin Karasov (Rasha Bukvic) 
and his goons Yuri (Yuri Kolokolnikov) and 
Imasov (Lenn Kudrjawizki) sweep into the

the local working girls. Fifteen years later, 
one member of the harem, Anna (Loan 
Chabanol), decides to wreak revenge by 
bringing down Karasov’s empire. 

She joins forces with fellow prostitutes 
Gina (Gabrielle Wright), Maria (Tatiana Pajk- 
ovic) and Qiao (Wenxia Yu) and hires Frank 
Martin (Skrein) as the getaway driver for her 
suicidal scheme. 

Anna ensures Frank’s co-operation by 


kidnapping his old man (Ray Stevenson), 
who has been poisoned with a toxin that 
will kill in 12 hours, unless she administers 
the antidote. 

The clock is ticking. 

Anna’s plan - to rob the bank where 
Karasov has squirrelled away his ill-gotten 
gains - doesn’t unfold entirely as planned. 

The Transporter Refuelled delivers 
souped-up action sequences including a 


spectacular car chase along the Monaco 
waterfront. Skrein looks suitably moody but 
lacks the imposing physical presence of his 
predecessor. 

Female cast are sketched in laughably 
broad strokes and are treated as dispos¬ 
able sex objects throughout. 

The man behind the wheel might have 
changed, but everything else about this 
glossy reboot is depressingly familiar.

“There is nothing wrong with the ingredients, they 
are all fresh and perfectly edible, but they are classed as 
waste by certain sectors in the food industry,” said Den¬ 
ise, who set up the PAFY Cafe with the help of volunteer 
fundraising and social enterprise grants. 

She says as yet she has not decided on what she will 
prepare during her showcase slot in the demo kitchen.

A loco named Dougal, built in 1946 for a Glasgow gas¬ 
works, travelled home from the Onslow Steam Rally in 
Shrewsbury, where it had taken pride of place over the 
August Bank Holiday weekend, to become one of the star 
attractions. Visiting steam locomotive Pakis Baru No 5 also 
turned plenty of heads during the rally after travelling all 
the way from Tam worth for the weekend. 

Railway spokesman Andrew Charman said: “The whole 
weekend went incredibly well and it has been our busiest 
rally for some time. 

“Dougal travelled up from Shrewsbury on Friday night 
and his final journey from Welshpool station to Llanfair 
Caereinion formed part of the weekend. 

“Pakis Baru ran over the entire weekend and both were 
probably the star attractions in the most intensive train 
service we have ever put on.” 

Dougal was bought for preservation at the Welshpool and 
Lanfair Light Railway in 1969 and travelled back home on 
a road trailer Foremost, a Fowler steam traction engine 
built in 1911 and recently restored to pristine condition 
by Joe Walker.

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Aiming high with Tucson 


Until the arrival of this Tucson 
model, Hyundai’s idea of a Qash- 
qai-style family Crossover model 
was encapsulated by its ix35. 

That car sold quite well but some¬ 
how, never quite captured the imagina¬ 
tion of the buying public. The Tucson 
though, is a leaner, meaner-looking 
contender that might well catapult the 
Korean brand into credible contention 
in this important growing segment. 

Back in 2004, Hyundai launched what 
should have been a ground-breaking 
model. Three years before Nissan’s Qa- 
shqai launched the buoyant market for 
family-sized Crossovers, the Tucson could 
have been that car. As it was, the Tucson 
was marketed as a small SUV, sold poorly 
and was eventually replaced in 2010 by a 
model the Korean brand did pitch as a fam¬ 
ily Crossover, the ix35. Now though, the 
Tucson name is back, this badge attached 
to a design that replaces that rather apolo¬ 
getic-looking ix35 and which brings a fresh 
sense of dynamism to Hyundai’s presence 
in the Crossover sector. 

People have come to expect a lot when it 
comes to driving Crossover cars. Although 
they want a lofty perch, they also want to 
feel like they could be driving a hatchback. 
The Tucson delivers exactly this blend of vir¬ 
tues, hence its very road-biased suspension 
setup - and the overwhelming emphasis on 
two wheel drive models across the range. 

At the lower end of the range, there’s a 
choice of a 132PS 1.6 GDi petrol or a 116PS 
CRDi 1.7 diesel. Move a little higher and you 
can upgrade to a turbocharged 1.6 GDi with 
177PS. Diesel fans will find a 2.0 CRDi with 
either 136PS or 185PS. If you want 4WD, 


then you’ll need the turbo petrol or one of 
the 2.0-litre diesels. 

That 4WD system is fine for slippery sur¬ 
faces but don’t expect a great deal of mud 
plugging ability. As usual with Hyundai mod¬ 
els, there’s the option of varying the feel of 
the steering feedback, via different modes. 

It’s in this area that Hyundai has arguably 
made the biggest step forward. With an im¬ 
posing hexagonal grille and sleek Santa Fe- 
style headlights, the Tucson is a good look¬ 
ing Crossover. 

Climb aboard and the overall fit and finish 
is a big improvement on the ix35, with a well 
laid out dashboard. If you find the interior a 
little dark, then there’s the option of a cream 
lower half to the fascia which does brighten 
things up significantly. 

Space 

There are 513-litres of seat up boot space 
available (or slightly less if you go for 4WD), 
Fold the seats down and this capacity in¬ 
creases to 1503-litres (or 25-litres less for 
4WD). Rear seat space is good, although the 
rear doors are a little on the small side. 

The range may start at less than £19,000 
which gets you entry level S trim with the 
non-turbo 1.6 petrol engine. Spend anoth¬ 
er £1,500 or so and you can opt for the 1.7 
CRDi diesel. If you want the bigger diesel, 
then you’ll need to look at ‘SE Nav’ trim at 
just over £24,000, with a further 4WD option 
adding nearly £2,000 more. If you want auto 
transmission or the higher output 185PS die¬ 
sel and 177PS petrol engines, you’ll have to 
pay for 4WD. 

Even base ‘S’ trim comes with kit like a 
DAB digital radio and Bluetooth connectivi¬ 
ty, plus USB and AUX connections, 16” alloy 
wheels, air conditioning and auto headlights. 
Next up is the ‘SE’ grade which adds 17” al-

loy wheels, rear parking sensors, heated 
front seats and dual zone climate control, 
plus the option of an 8” touchscreen sat 
nav system. Plush ‘Premium’ trim includes 
sat nav as standard, plus 19” alloy wheels, 
leather seats, front parking sensors, auto 
wipers and heated rear seats. Finally the 
top ‘Premium SE’ grade adds a heated 
wheel, keyless entry, a Smart Parking As¬ 
sist System on autos, an electric tailgate, 
LED headlights, an opening panoramic 
glass roof and ventilated front seats. 

All models get six airbags, ABS with 


brake assist, traction and stability control. 
Plusher models gain a Lane Keep Assist 
System (LKAS), Rear Cross Traffic Alert 
Autonomous Emergency Braking (AEB) 
and Blind Spot Detection (BSD). The high¬ 
er the model, the safer you’ll be. 

So, what do we have? The tough looks 
of an SUV, the sensible practicality of a 
five-seater mini-MPV and the affordability 
of a family hatchback. These are the facts 
behind a Tucson model good enough to 
attract many new buyers to the Hyundai 
brand.

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Sizzler on road and track

There’s always room for improve¬ 
ment, even in the world of super¬ 
cars. McLaren goes hunting with 
its lighter, faster and more pow¬ 
erful 675 LT. 

Creating an even faster, track-ready 
version of an existing supercar could 
be achieved very quickly - and cyni¬ 
cally; an engine tweak here, a bigger 
wing there. 

But that’s not how McLaren has gone 
about creating the limited run 675 LT. The 
Long Tail name references the FI Long Tails 
created for further dominance in motor- 
sport, and this road car is designed to work 
on the track too. 

There’s more power, but from an engine 
that is 50 per cent new. It’s 100kg lighter, 
thanks to extreme measures like a slimmed- 
down wiring loom, improved aerodynamics 
also give the 675 a distinct look compared 
to its 650S sibling, and some clever features 
like the track telemetry app so you can play 
at being an FI driver. 

McLaren’s first road car of recent times 
was pretty and functional, but during the 
intervening years, the style and impact of 
each model has consistently improved. The 
675 LT is both dramatic and attractive, with 
the aero package adding to the race car 
look. It gives the bigger (and much more 
expensive) PI a run for its money in terms 
of looks. 

On the image front there’s very little to 
touch the 675 LT. Not only does it benefit 
from being limited to just 500 examples, the 
racing pedigree can’t be bought. 


You’ll want to leave the shopping at home, 
although if you’re a bit of a show-off you can 
head for the local supermarket and return 
with 144 litres of goodies. More importantly 
the cabin space is good; the dihedral doors 
open up and away, and although the bucket 
seats are slim and require a little care, once 
you’re in, the driving position is excellent and 
the view out is good. 

There are also a few areas to store odds 
and ends, even cup holders, but you won’t 
want to use those if you’re exploiting the per¬ 
formance. 

The 3.8-litre twin-turbocharged V8 de¬ 
livers 666bhp (675PS in metric, hence the 
name) and 516lb/ft of torque, and with a 
kerb weight of just 1,230kg the performance 
is utterly spectacular. A sub-three-second to 
62mph is a given, but the 0-124mph time of 
7.9 seconds is borderline ludicrous. It might 
be turbocharged but the engine is huge¬ 
ly flexible and responsive, and in the right 
engine mode the quick-snap gear changes 
are accompanied by glorious pops from the 
exhaust. 

The way the 675 LT behaves on road and 
track is equally stunning. With the scant re¬ 
strictions of the track to worry about, you can 
revel in the grip, the balance and the delica¬ 
cy of its behaviour, even at high speeds and 
with big g-forces. 

As well as the aero changes, the 675 has 
tweaked ESP settings that are separate from 
the Handling mode, so you can have softer 
suspension on the road, but still with a loose 
safety net or the complete opposite on the 
track. 

It’s surprisingly friendly yet enormously in¬ 
volving, and of course, huge fun. 

There is a substantial premium for the 675 
LT over the 650S, but it’s worth remember-

ing how much of the car is different. The 
unique exterior, revised suspension, light¬ 
weight parts and extra performance give 
a notably different feel from its sister car. 
Even the telemetry system, which gives 
you the kind of data level that Mr Button 
and Mr Alonso get to play with at week¬ 
ends adds to the experience. And say it 
quietly, but a car like this limited to just 500 
worldwide won’t lose too much money in 
a hurry. 

Any lucky so-and-so in the fortunate 
position to buy one should be queuing up 


for a 675 LT. There’s always a market for 
‘everyday’ supercars, but over and above 
that the track-focused versions are seem¬ 
ingly more in demand; the idea being you 
can drive your steed to the track, enjoy 
some hot laps and drive it home again, all 
without having to do anything other than fill 
it with fuel. You’ll need to be on good terms 
with your McLaren dealer though; appar¬ 
ently all 500 are spoken for. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Sizzling. If this car was a Jet fighter it would 
be running rings around its enemies.

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Great family bus that kids 
will love, but a little pricey

At the risk of sounding a bit blase, not a lot. 
Seat has kept much of the Alhambra’s win¬ 
ning formula untouched, only tweaking the 
styling, the engines and adding the latest 
connectivity thanks in part to a new partner¬ 
ship with Samsung. 

You still get seven seats, two built-in booster seats 
in the middle row, sliding rear doors and options for 
petrol, diesel, manual and automatic. 

If you look really (really, really) closely, you might also no¬ 
tice the new Seat logo. 

The Alhambra doesn’t look all that bad for a family bus, 
adding a few Leon-esque touches without going too crazy. 
Dads will appreciate the boredom bypass but mums won’t 
think it looks too sporty to be a good family car. 

It’s clearly no automotive sex symbol, but it’s a solid 
choice for looks. 

As for image, the Alhambra is something of an unsung 
hero, derided by those who’d never buy one anyway, but 
loved by the people who own one. 

It might not be a glamorous choice (it isn’t), but its owners 
would tell you it’s a good one. 

Even with all seven seats up and occupied there’s still an 
impressive boot, good enough for one really large suitcase 
with soft bags on top, or two medium cases plus extras. Fold 
the back seats down - this isn’t as easy or quick as you’ll 
see in some rivals - and you’re left with a cavernous boot 
good enough for anything a family might need to shove into 
it. 

The sliding doors, complete with holders for large bottles, 
are a huge boon in car parks and the two built-in booster 
seats mean that kids of around 4-11 years old can escape 
the need for an aftermarket unit. 

To maximise passenger room, the three individual seats 
in row two slide forward and back. Adults approaching six- 
feet tall will find it a squeeze in the child-centric row three 
but everywhere else affords lots of head and shoulder room. 

Quality 

Believe it or not (you MPV cynic, you) the Alhambra is 
far from terrible to drive. Selecting Comfort mode within the 
adjustable damper settings rewards with an impressive ride 
quality you’ll love, while the cringe-inducing Sport mode 


does at least provide a bit more straight-line urge and extra 
body control in the corners. 

You sit high in this car; easily at compact SUV height. 
There’s a great view of the road ahead as a result, and 
there’s every chance that even nervous drivers would gain 
confidence behind the wheel. 

The DSG twin-clutch automatic gearbox is a boon around 
town, whispering effortlessly through ratios, but it’s perhaps 
too keen to kick down gears and bypass the meat of the die¬ 
sel engines’ torque. The manual gives more useful control 
for acceleration. There are no such braking worries, as the 
chunky Seat stops on a sixpence. 

Value for money . . . 

Ah. This is where it starts to look a little worse for the 
Alhambra. The entry-level petrol model just about dips be¬ 
neath the £25,000 mark, while the mainstream models fall 
roughly between the £28,000 and £33,000 marks. That’s 
fabulously expensive for a car of this type, especially con¬ 
sidering that the adjustable dampers aren’t standard (£935) 
and you also have to pay more than £1,000 extra to add 
powered actuation to the tailgate and sliding doors on the 
cheaper trim grades. 

Families and user-chooser company car drivers with three 
or more kids are the main buyers here. Seat predicts a 70/30 
split towards business sales, so the typical Alhambra driver 
is likely to be a family man or woman with a few kids at home 
and a desire for both space and comfort. 

This car summed up in a single word: Friendly 

If this car was a children’s TV show it would be Peppa Pig. 
The kids love it and the parents become strangely attached.
